County Opens 4th War Loan Drive 
With Goal Set at $24,000,000 

Main Line Man Heads Campaign; Individuals 
Asked to Give 25 Percent More; List Chairmen 
Directing Drive in Lower Merion and Narberth 

Led by a Main Line man Montgomery County communi- 
ties began the huge task of selling $24,000,000 worth of 
bonds in the U. S. 4th War Loan Drive on Tuesday. 



Individual bond buyers will be-- 
called upon to invest at least 25 
per cent more than in any previ- 
ous War Bond campaign, Henry 
D. Harral, Montgomery County 
Chairman, has advised community 
chairmen. Harral, who is plan- 
ning engineer in Lower Merion. 
was loaned to County for the 4th 
War Loan Drive. 

Emphasis on individual sales 
will be maintained throughout the 
entire campaign, ending February 
15, but the first half of the drive 
will be devoted exclusively to re- 
porting sales to individuals. Cor- 
poration sales will -be reported 
during the period of February 1 
to 15. 

'•Our important job in this com- 
ing campaign is to raise more 
money from the public through 
increased sales to those who con- 
tinue to buy in each "Var loan 
drive, through stepped-up Payroll 
Savings and by influencing every- 
one who has not yet purchased 
War Bonds to buy with the ut- 
most of their ability,'' Mr. Harral 
emphasized. 

"In terms of bonds bought, those 
who invested $75 in a $100 E bond 
last September, proportionately 
should buy both the $100 and a 
$25 Bond this campaign." 

Special events are being plan- 
ned in a number of County com- 
munities to dramatize the drive, 
but Mr. Harral emphasized that 
house-to-house solicitation is be- 
ing depended upon to reach the 
quota in the 4th War Loan drive. 

James A. Lynd is not only di- 
recting Lower Merion's effort, but 
assisting his former township 
chairman.

The committee hopes to excel 
its record of rallies in the 3rd War 
Loan drive when hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were added 
to the County quota in this effort.

County Balance Is 
Nearly 1-2 Million 

$174,972 InSTate Fund 
Earmarked For 
Highway Work 

Montgomery County closed its 
business January 3 with a balance 
of $455,485.91 in its General Fund, 
according to a report released last 
Thursday at the office of Treas- 
urer Edwin Winner. 

In addition, there was a balance 
of $168,841.32 in the general fund 
of the Institution District, which 
is separate from county funds, plus 
another $31,735.68 in a special 
Montgomery County Institution 
District Hospital Building Fund. 

Treasurer WinneV reported a 
balance of $174,972.34 in the Liquid 
Fuel Tax Fund which is earmark- 
ed for highway purposes; a bal- 
ance of $499.71 in the Metropoli- 
tan Council of Defense Fund, for 
which Montgomery County is the 
depository. 

The total of all these funds is 
$841,504.60 but only little more 
than half the total is actually at 
the disposal of the county for 
general county purposes. 

The year end report showed no 
Commonwealth funds at all in the 
hands of the treasurer, all amounts 
having been turned over to the 
State.

Informal conversations with Su- 
perintendent of Police Samuel 
Gearhart of Lower Merion reveal- 
ed that having the Township pol- 
ice the Borough would not solve 
Narberth \s problems. In fact, some 
remarks made by Gearhart indi- 
cated that the problems might 
ever, be complicated. 

Lower Merion did not go into 
the matter enough to compile may 
definite estimate of how much the 
policing would cost but guesses by 
Township officials exceeded what 
it is now costing the Borough. In 
the Borough the police budget runs 
approximately $16,000 a year and 
one of Lower Merion's estimates 
ran as high as $30,000. 

Then the Lower Merion police 
chief had no solution for the com- 
plaint of some Borough council- 
men that Narberth policemen be- 
come too familiar and lenient with 
their local residents. These coun- 
cilmen thought that with Lower 
Merion policing the Borough the 
policemen would be changed fre- 
quently and thus would be unable 
to develop more than a speaking 
acquaintance with the local citi- 
zen it. 

Superintendent Gearhart said it 
wouldn't work out that way be- 
cause his policy was to keep men 
on the same beat. He said the only 
changing that was done was when 
new men were being broken in. 

Another point which discouraged 
the negotiating Borough council- 
men was that as far as manpower 
went Lower Merion couldn't guar- 
antee Narberth any better protec- 
tion that it was getting now. Low- 
er Merion has lost a number of 
men to the armed services and is 
operating far below its numerical 
quota.

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RATION REMINDERS 

Gasoline — In 17 East Coast states A-8 coupons are good through 
February 8. In states outside the East Coast area A-9 coupons are 
good through January 21, and A-10 coupons become good January 22 
and remain good through March 21. 

Sugar — Stamp No. 30 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds through 
March 31. 

Shoes— Stamp No. 18 in Book One is good for 1 pair. Stamp No. 1 
on the airplane sheet in Book Three is good for 1 pair. 

Fuel Oil — Period 2 coupons are good through February 7 in all 
areas except the South, where they are good through January 24. 
Period 3 coupons, now valid in the Middle West, East, Far West, and 
South remain good through March 13 in the Middle West, East, and 
Far West, and through February 21 in the South. 

Meats, Fats — Brown stamps R, S, T, and U are good through Jan- 
uary 29. Brown stamp V becomes good January 23 and remains good 
through February 26. 

Processed Foods — Green stamps D, E, and F in Book Four are 
good through January 20. Green stamps G, H and J in Book Four 
are good through February 20. 

SELECTIVE SERVICE CHANGES 

Occupational deferments generally will be denied 18 to 22-year- 
old registrants, other than those in agriculture, fathers and non- 
fathers alike, unless they are engaged in activities in which deferment 
is specifically authorized, according to Selective Service. Furthermore, 
all registrants will be given pre-induction physical examinations at 
least 21 days before being inducted. Therefore, the period of three 
weeks in the enlisted reserve now granted by the Army and the one* 
week period granted by the Navy will be eliminated. These changes 
become effective February 1. 

STABILIZE RATION BUYING 

Under the new ration token plan effective February 27, the house- 
wife will be able to buy about the same amount of rationed processed 
foods and meats-fats as she can now: Point values will be adjusted so 
the individual's allotment of 60 points for buying meats and fats will 
buy the same amount as the present allotment of approximately 64 
points. Similarly,' under the token plan the 50-point allotment for 
processed foods will buy an amount equal to the present 48-point 
allotment. 

BABY CARRIAGES BACK 

Pre-war model baby carriages, strollers, walkers, and pushcarts 
will re-appear on the market in about six weeks, according to WPB. 
Greater availability of steel makes possible the production of these 
pre-war models. 

SCHOOL LUNCHES 

America's school children have been assured by the Office of Price 
Administration more generous amounts of food for lunchroom and 
cafeteria meals under a new plan for providing rationed food to 
schools. The new allotments were worked out by OPA in close cooper- 
ation with school lunch and nutrition experts of the Food Distribution 
Administration. The Government's school lunch program, which went 
into effect one year ago, is a wartime measure to make sure that school 
children will have a well-planned and nutritionally adequate noon 
meal.

Overcoming wartime apathy and the handicap of a 
special election Samuel K. McConnell, Jr., Lower Merion 
commissioner and Penn Wynne resident, was elected Mont- 
gomery County's representative on Tuesday to fill the unex- 
pired term of Congressman J. William Ditter, who was killed 
in a plane crash. 

About one-fourth of the County's voting population 
turned out and McConnell's majority throughout the County 
averaged approximately six to one over his Democratic op- 
ponent. In the average run-of-the-mill elections there is a 30 
to 40 per cent turnout of voters. 

— ♦ Republican leaders saw in Mc- 
Connell's top-heavy majority a 
good omen for the presidential 
year and an indication that the 
political pendulum was still swing- 
ing the Republican way. 

McConnell's own home district, 
South Ardmore No. 4, almost turn- 
ed out to a man to see that he was 
elected. The vole of 706 for Mc- 
Connell and five for the Worcester 
farmer, was the best district vote 
given to the Republican candidate 
in the County. 

At the same time voters of the 
County's Third Legislative Dis- 
trict elected to the State's General 
Assembly Harold C. Pike. Chel- 
tenham Township manager, to fill 
a vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Edwin Winner, Willow 
Grove, after his election as Mont- 
gomery County's Treasurer.
